Hea lth Problem 
Is Almost Gone 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Polio 
has alm ost vanished from 
the 
United 
States 
within 
a 
scant 
decade 
in 
one 
of

"It is 
apparent that with a 
continued effort to vaccinate the 
y et unreached y oung people and 
the 
newborn 
babies, 
we 
can 
elim inate 
poliomy elitis 
as 
a 
public 
health 
problem 
in 
this 
country in the near future,” a 
governm ent agency reports. 
That is a statem ent from the 
Communicable 
Disease 
Center 
of the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice. It comes only 10 y ears after 
Salk vaccine opened the way to 
conquer polio. 
Statistics Impressive 
The 
statistics 
behind 
that 
statem ent 
are 
even 
more 
im­ 
pressive. 
It was in 1952 that crippling 
polio reached a terrible peak in 
the United States. That y ear 57.- 
8 79 persons fell victim 
to the 
disease, 
3,145 died 
and 
nearly 
20.000 were left with the crip­ 
pling effects of polio. 
Last y ear there were only 121 
persons 
stricken 
in 
the 
entire 
nation. Few er than 10 died and 
far less than 100 had paraly tic 
after-effects. 
Ten y ears ago. Dr. Jonas F. 
Salk provided the first break in 
the fight against polio with his 
vaccine. This was buttressed six 
y ears later by Dr. 
Albert Sa- 
bm 's vacc*ne. 
Was My stery Long inie 
Medicine thus found the key 
to a disease that had killed and 
m aim ed 
long 
before 
its cause 
was known — perhaps as long 
ago as 14000 B.C. Polio had been 
a 
vague, 
m y sterious 
malady 
until 
18 40 
when 
Dr. Jacob 
Heine, a G erm an bone special­ 
ist, described its 
nature. 
In 
1902, an 
Austrian 
immu­ 
nologist. 
Karl 
Landsteiner, 
proved that the disease resulted 
from a minute virus. Then three 
H arvard 
bacteriologists, 
John 
F. 
Enders, Frederick 
C. 
Rob­ 
bins and Thomas H. Weller, de­ 
veloped a 
process for growing 
the virus in tissue cultures. 
Pheno m lnal Victory 
That m ade possible the devel­ 
opment of the vaccines and the 
phenomenal victory 
over 
polio 
in the LViited States. 
But the danger is never over.

EYES AROUND THE WORLD 
A dramatic incident the other day called 
attention to one of the more striking medi­ 
cal advances of our time. This is the de­ 
velopment of techniques for transplanta- 


bc so mild as to be meaningless or so severe as 
to take the heart of the child. 
The child who feels that he has been un­ 
justly punished will feel resentment rather 
than repentance. 
In additio n to this he will 
feel that he is being rejected by his parents 
and his behav io r will wo rsen rather than 
impro v e. 
This ty pe of vicious cy cle will give him a big 
boost in the direction of juvenile delinquency . 
When discipline at hom^ fails, the only u'av to 
avert real disaster is for the parents to seek help 
from a social agency or child guidance clinic. 
It should not be necessary to punish anv well- 
adjusted child 
frequently . 
The 
foundation 
of 
good discipline is m utual love and respect. 
The inspiration of a good ex ample is a far 
more powerful incentive than the fear of any 
form of punishment. 
So spank occasionally — if 
bv doing so y ou get a good result but never ap­ 
ply this form of punishment to a child who has 
reached the age of 10.

leg es is much more effective.

Mrs. Sara Springer, proprietor 
of Woodstock Estates, 
reacted 
quickly and sharply to a Town 
Board 
announcement 
that 
it 
would notify fo tiv al producer 
George Wein of New Y’ork there 
is 
substantial 
public 
opinion 
against holding the festival in 
Woodstock. 
Wein, in a letter to Supervisor 
Abram F. Molyneaux, had in- 
dicatead a desire to stage a fes­ 
tival geared to a maximum a t­ 
tendance of 6,000 at Woodstock 
Estates 
during 
the 
month 
of 
July. 
He asked the board to 
serve as a median to sound out 
public opinion and said he would 
be guided by the board’s find­ 
ings. 
The board at its meeting last 
week said it had received many 
w ritten 
and 
oral 
communica­ 
tions against the proposed fes­ 
tival and could find little support 
for it. 
Mrs. Springer, while adm it­ 
ting a vested interest, took the 
longer view. 
Sees Broad Implications 
“The festival has such broad 
impliestkirks for the future of 
community development plus my 
own decision on what to do with 
Woodstock Estates as a resort 
area, that I feel it should receive 
wider public airing.” she said. 
“I have resisted numerous fast- 
buck speculators even though I 
was under no legal compulsion to 
do so.” she added. "These people 
had no concern for the aesthetics 
or future of Woodstock The jazz 
festival, as I see it. has entirely 
different implications,” 
“I think Mr. Wein. who re- | 
turns 
from 
Japan 
in 
about 
three weeks, should be given a 
chance 
to 
appear 
before 
the 
Town Board or a public hearing 
in Woodstock 
to explore the 
festival in 
detail 
and answer 
any 
and 
all 
questions," 
Mrs. ! 
Springer said. 
She defended Wein as a re­ 
sponsible producer with im per-' 


cable credentials in the show 
world. 
“He is not a one-shot opera­ 
tor,” 
she 
said. 
“He 
always 
does things with a view to per­ 
manency. 
He wants to start 
w ith a small festival because 
W oodstock is a small town and 
because 
he 
feels 
Woodstock 
should be part of the national 
cultural boom.” 
“As 
the 
town 
grew, 
as 
it 
inevitably must, so would the 
festival,” 
she 
added. 
"The 
people 
running 
the 
festivals 
with their finely trained staffs 
are experts at evaluating the 
potential of a com m unity.” 
Cautious Experiment 
Describing 
the 
festival 
as 
“cautious experiment to deter­ 
mine the scope of W oodstock's 
cultural 
attraction 
to 
the 
eastern seaboard,” Mrs. Spring­ 
er 
warned 
that 
Woodstock 
must gear 
itself to 
changing 
values in cultural circles. 
W’oodstock. she said, is quiet­ 
ing down to a suburban atm os­ 
phere without offering as much 
as many suburban areas. 
She 
thinks young, vital people who 
would 
keep 
alive

community don’t seem to be at- 
| tracted to Woodstock as in by­ 
gone eras. 
“Jazz, as exemplified by the 
festival,

interest.” 
she said. 
“It is really moving 
into the area of modern clas­ 
sical music and has a trem en­ 
dous public following interested 
in modern music.

Keeping ticket prices sufficiently

Mrs. Springer pointed out that 
Rhode Island's Senator Claiborne 
Pell fought to keep the big festi­ 
val in N ewport. “Before the festi­ 
val the area was declining, but 
now’ there is a real estate boom. 
New Types of businesses have 
come w ith the new atm osphere. 
W hy are motels bought and 
sold every year in the Woodstock 
arca?"

Why do we have ghost towns in 
the C atskill area? “Because,” she 
said 
“the areas with their old 
fashioned hotels and accommoda­

Mrs. Springer vigorously dis- 
socia’-xl Wein from any respon­ 
sibility for the 1960 debacle in 
Newport. “He was not associated 
xx ith the operation of that one," 
she said.

Some Reasons for Buying Soup I 
Soup sales are on the rise. In 
the past 10 years, dollars spent 
in grocery stores for canned and 
dried soups hav e more than dou­ 
b led, according to Food Topics 
annual surv ey. 
On the av erage, 
each of us is eating ab out 40 per 
cent more canned soup than we 
did 10 years ago, U. S. D epart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture 
statistics 
show. 
Variety, conv enience, and 
economy are some key reasons 
for our increased use of proc­ 
essed soup, says Louise M. Ka- 
kargo, 
assistant 
county 
home 
demonstration agent. 
New soup items appear yearly. 
The numb er of canned and dry 
soup items, including b rands and 
sizes, jumped from 87 to 1962 to 
109 in 1963, according to Chain 
Store Age. TTo this add the troz- 
en soups, and it is easy to see 
the extensiv e v ariety in form and 
flav or from which shoppers may 
choose. 
Canned soups comprise more 
than 80 per cent of the processed 
soup m arket and show yearly 
sales gains. 
Dried soups showed 
strong sales gains in 1962 when 
two new b rands were introduced. 
But sales tapered off in 1963. 
showing a decline from the year 
earlier. 
In the past decade the 
per cent gain in sales for dried 
soups has b een stronger than for 
canned soups, as shown in the 
Food Topics surv ey. 
Some b rands of dry soup use 
freeze-dried 
ingredients.

Soup sales are on the rise. In 
the past IO years, dollars spent 
in grocery stores for canned and 
dried soups have more than dou­ 
bled, according to Food Topics 
annual survey. 
On the average, 
each of us is eating about 40 per 
cent more canned soup than we 
did IO years ago.

The num ber of canned and dry 
soup items, including brands and 
sizes, jum ped from 87 to 1962 to 
109 in 1963. according to Chain 
Store Age. To this add the troz- 
en soups, and it is easy to see 
the extensive variety in form and 
flavor from which shoppers may 
choose. 
Canned soups comprise more 
than 
80 per cent of the processed

m arket and show

sales gains. 
Dried soups showed 
strong sales gains in 1962 when 
two new brands were introduc'd. 
But sales tapered off in 1963.
